I Dreams have always been an object 
of curiosity, oficn of fear as well, to 
our race: and the key lo their riddlps 
can hardly be said even yet to be found 

i The reason for this lies In tho very 
nature of the experience. The dreams 
each man is best acquainted with arc 
his uwn: but out- own dreams conic 
of necessity only when We are asleep, 

and so in no position to Investigate 
them scientifically. When we awaki 
we have no other material than our re- 
collections; and we have no sure proof 
that tluse are ever cither complete or 
accurate. 

Still less are we able gen- 
erallv speaking to tabulate (he external 
influences which acted upon our minds 
lit the moment of the dream: for It Is 
slill a iii"..t point how long these 
visionary experiences really last: anil 
few if any can say When the dream 
rame or went, unless. Indeed, they wake 
immediately after it or are awaked 
by some event in It. Even then, the 
question of when It began, and bow 
much of the ending was dream proper 
and how much the creation of a half- 
a waked imagination is still to decide.

King Menellk. tif Abyssinia, 
was Wise, wllh it Wisdom 
thai would have done Credit 
lu Solomon. 



Whether or not the legend Is irno 
that King Menellk of Abyssinia was 
descended from King Solomon, the 
remarkable old monarch often show- 
ed a wisdom thiil Wiis worthy of 
Solomon iit Ills best. 

A m«n was one. brought before 

Menellk because ho had killed an- 
other by falling on him from a high 
tree while the two were gathering 
nuts. To be sure, n branch had brok- 
en, and the wholly Involuntary fall 
had nearly killed the man who feii as 

well as thr on whom he landed. 

Nevertheless, the family of the dead 

man, biking advantage of the Abys- 
sinian law. sued the survivor for 
'blood money," anil in default of It, 
demanded his lit.-. When the case was 
finally appealed to King Menellk, he 
suld, 'Very well: you have a right to 
this man's life, but the law says that 
he shall die as the. victim did. Let 

one oi you, therefore, climb that tall 
fig tree, and fall on the culprit," The 
family of the dead man preferred lo 
lei matters stand as they were. 

Solomon himself could have done no 
mop- than Menellk, In welding many 
hostile tribes Into a united and inde- 
pendent nation, to which he- gave at 
least a vem-i r of civilization. He had 

a strong -and Interesting Personality, 
Kurope learned respec-t for him In Idnil, 
when he crushed the army that Italy 
sent against him. and won general re- 
cognition of Abyssinian Independence. 
He was an absolute despot, yet a 
benevolent despot, dignified, courteous, 
and farm ing, who asked nothing more 
of the yvorld than respect for the In- 
tegrity of his kingdom. He attended 
personally to the conduct r.f govern- 
ment affairs, down to the smallest de- 
tails, yet regarded It as In nowise be- 
neath his dignity to rush from a diplo- 
matic' parley in order to help catch a 
calf that had escaped from (lie royal 
barnyard. 

Menellk ome described thé country 
over which his stripling grandson will 
now rule as "for fourteen centuries 
an island of Christianity m a sea of 

paganism." The Abyssinian form or 

Christianity Is of the Coptic rite, and 
tjulte distinct from thai of th.- Roman 
or the lircek churches, it has suc- 
cessfully resisted all the attempts of 
European missionaries to changs it.

Hence it Is that even among modern 
scientists there Is anything but com- 
plete agreement on the question of 
when wc dream and why. Thai rx- 
tcrnul stimuli, counting among these 
the physical and mental perturbations 
of the sleeper, have a great deal to do 
with il. is indeed generally conceded! 
but whether or not these explain all 
i\\r phenomena is disputed 
himself answers in the negative. 

In his theory, a dream is not a passive 
experience, like a feeling of cold or 
heat for example, but an active one. 
clue to a certain formative action of | 
the sleeper's personality, like the rc- 
solvi lo make up the fire or to open a 
window which such ;i f.f ling of dis- 
comfort might Induce- in the waking 
slate. ArSO, the stimuli Which, ac- 
cording to him. furnish material fir 
dreams are rather Internal than exter- 
nal. 

They arc not so much, or not 
exclusively, the position of the body in 
bed, the warmth or COld of the men, 
the pressure of the bed clothes, nnd the 
like, as memories of old or new de- 
sires and feelings, or actual cleslns of 
the sleeper. These the mind so works 
upon as lo form from them a comfort- 
ing and soothing Impression, calculated 
to let steep continue. Thus a dream

Even 
In sleep, as Blalo long ago noted, the 
moral sense is not wholly dormant, 
and many people will not even dream 
directly of lining lawless and immoral 
things which Ihey may have uncon- 
sciously wished to do. So the dream 
often talks In the most vague and 
metaphorical language of doing what 

shame would restrain the dreamer from 
attempting If awake. 

INTI'.RKSTl.VO CASE. 
A curiously interesting ease- 
ls Hum explained by Krcud. 
A wieman of very delicate sen- 
sibilities was In love wllh a man tee 
whom she had formerly been engaged. 
In real life she- continually sought in 
u rather shamefaced manner oppor- 
tunities of se-elng him: attending anv 
public lectures which he gave, going 
to the same concerta, and so on. Her 
dream was not directly of a meeting 
with him at all. hut of the death of 

her little nephew. The child's brother 
hail really died some time before, and 
tin man In question had called at the 
house to off.-r his condolences. On this 
occasion she had nut him. while her- 
self paying a similar mournful visit.

DREAMS ONLY SIGNIFICANT, 

Soon, however, this idea, even In a 
modified form, became obviously unten- 
able, except in so far as It survived 
here and (here ns an exceptional kind 
of dream. So many things are- dreamed 
of which never find fulfilment in actual 
life, thiii th.- most robust fain, „iust In 
time either Weaken or change its dog- 
ma. And the latter alternative is the 
one generally adopted. Dreams are 
significant, but they are not necessar- 
ily directly significant of what thev ap- 
pear to say. Artemldoros gives some 
most quaint examples of the way In 
whle-h numerical dreams must be Inter- 
preted, for example.

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ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 



Under the new requirements for admission to the School of 
Education of Teachers' College in New York, which will go into 
effect July 1, 1914, graduates of approved colleges or scientific 
schools, holding a baccalaureate degree in arts, letters, philosophy, 
or science, or an engineering degree, will continue to be regularly 
admitted as candidates for the degrees of master of arts and doctor 
of philosophy. Graduates of approved normal schools or training 
schools who have had at least two years of teaching experience of a 
high order may be admitted to the School of Education, to pursue 
courses, subject to the approval of the advisers in elementary or kin- 
dergarten education. Such students are not permitted to specialize 
in other departments until they have demonstrated their ability in 
courses taken in Teachers' College, although they may elect any 
courses which they are qualified to pursue in the Schools of Éduca- 
tion and Practical Arts, or in any other department of the Univer- 
sity. 

The professional diploma of the College will hereafter be con- 
ferred only upon those students who, besides qualifying for a de- 
gree, give promise of superior professional ability, as evidenced by 
their personality, character, experience, and technical training. The 
award of the Teachers' College diploma depends in each case upon 
the faculty's estimate of the candidate's professional fitness for ser- 
vice in the field of education in which specialization has been made. 

For reasons of weight, the faculty may decide to withhold a 
diploma for some time after the degree has been conferred until the 
candidate has had opportunity to show his ability in school work. 
There is no prescribed curriculum, or fixed combination of courses, 
required for any diploma. Each student is required at the time of 
matriculation to state his subject of major interest, and in the election 
of courses to seek the approval of his adviser. The previous train- 
ing of the candidate, his experience in teaching, and his future needs 
govern the adviser in his recommendations. It is expected, however, 
that the characteristic courses offered in any department, particu- 
larly courses in the theory and practice of teaching, supervision, and 
administration, will be elected by a candidate for a diploma as part 
of his curriculum. The guiding rule is that the student should first 
determine the career which he wishes to pursue, and then seek the 
assistance of a faculty adviser in making up his curriculum.
